Yesterday afternoon the ' sidewalks on 


Merrimack street, where travel is greatest 
were so slippery that scores of women 
came.down in all conceivable positions as 
they passed along. 


The sidewalk in front of Ellingwood's 


and on. the opposite corner was perhaps 
the most slippery of all and nobody who 
stood in view of those points for half 
an 


hour failed to see some pedestrian go 
down. 


Those who fell were mostly women. 
It is not reported that any of them was 


badly hurt, nor might it be expected as 
they were moving with extreme caution 
and expecting to fall at every moment. 


A richly dressed old lady from Belvi- 


dere wearing a heavy fur cloak fell iu 
front of Ellingwood's about 5 o'clock: ami 
as her arms were not free she v/as unable 
to get up until assisted by passers by. 


She said she was not much hurt, but 


nevertheless she was badly shaken up anil 
will undoubtedly feel sore all over today 
if nothing more. 


Another lady a little earlier fell in front 


of Wyuian's exchange in a very awkward 
position and must have sustained severe 
injuries about the head nnd neck. 


Her body was upon the edge of the 


Pidewalk and her head in the gutter. 
j-Ier nose and chin were scratched. 


Several other ladies fell in the same 


place during the afternoon but none of the 
street men came aronud to give the side- 
walks a sprinkling that would make them 
less dangerous. 


These men might be seen towards the 


outskirts of the city spreading the sand, all 
over the sidewalks ou -top .of tin* snow 
•where no pedestrian will set foot until the 
storm is over. 


The sidewalks 
along 
the principal 


streets where the people gather for busi- 
iiess should receive more than the sanding 
given iu the early morning. 


When the sun comes out and crowds 


pass along on either side this sand disap- 
pears, the. slippery spots are bared and 
then it is that 1he pedestrians think the 
street department is off on a junket or 
gone out of business. At present'there 
are many people in the local hospitals who 
have been injured on the sidewalks and 
the streets owing to the neglect ot.the 
street department. 


It is therefore fair to assume that this 


new kind of economy that leaves the 
streets and sidewalks in dangerous condi- 
tion will result in a large grist of suits for 
damages against the city. 


It is a penny wise and pound foolish 


policy as Supt. Cheney will nud if he re-

The necessity of a reduction of the hours 


of labor of the women and children em- 
ployed in the mills of this state was urced 
at some length by T. P. Cahilt of Law- 
ren.'-e, secretary of the national textile 
work-era union at yesterday's meeting of 
tho .Boston Central labor union. 


In his speech Mr. Cahill said that while 


this state was ahead of all others in legi.s- 
lutiou for the benelitjof labor, many more 
ameliorative laws should be enacted.

An awful disaster occurred in Soutl; 
lawrence at 10.42 last night. 
It was caused by an explosion at the 


cene of the new Shanty Pond sewer near 
he river within seventy feet of Soutl: 
Broadway aud to the west ot that thor- 
oughfare. 


As a result of ' the explosion two men 


were 'instantly hurled into eternity, a 
wooden structure comple'cely' demolished, 
machinery destroyed and hundreds—per- 
haps thousands—of panes 
o£ glass shat- 


tered to fragments. 


The dead; are: John Lee, aged 33, 


engineer, belonging in Buffalo, N. Y., 
and Alfred Gordon, aged 24, o£ Melrose, 
Mass. 


Both men, it is said, are unmarried. 


Both were badly mutilated about the head 
and Lee's right arm was broken. Death 
was, ot course, instantaneous. 


The men were employed by the A. W. 


Byi-ne Construction Co., of Sonierville, 
which has-the contract for that section of 
the sewer. Engineer Lee has been with 
the company some weeks aud Fireman 
Gordon, nine or ten months. 


There were two boilers in a temporary 


wooden structure. They were used Vn 
connection with an air compressor tb 
supply air to the workmen in the ex- 
cavation, forty feet below the surface, and 
for other purposes. 
" • 


The cause of the explosion was dyna- 


mite, which was being dried out by the 
unfortunate victims. 


One of the contractors said he could not 


understand the cause of the explosion. 


The concussion was terrific and al- 


most every pane of glass in tho Hour mill 
and along South Broadway, to St. Pat- 
rick's church was shivered to atoms. 
\ The house in. which, the the boilers were 
situated was smashed into kindling wood 
and some of the fargrueuts were found a 
thousand feet away. . 


Thu conciisnion was terrific and was 


distinctly felt in Lowell, many getting out 
of bed to find out what had happened, 
thinking that it was somewhere in this 
city. 


The stores of Lawrence were closed and 


but for this the damage to windows would 
have been much worse.

Lee's body was badly mutilated and his 


clothing was torn to shreds. ' 


There were ten men working on the job 


and it was considered fortunate so many 
escaped. 


The Byrne Construction company had a 


;ang of men working on this section of 
the sewer night and day. 


The men were laboring forty feet below 


the surface. 


The explosion stopped clocks in Law- 


rence, shattered windows iu all parts " of 
the city and the entire populace ran to 
;ho street thinking it was an earthquake. 


One of the employes of the company en- 


tered a store yesterday with a package 
narked dynamite in his possession and 
was ordered off the premises. 


The greatest excitement prevails and 


;he people in general feel thankful that

court of tho United States on Monday. 
Tbe cuso in -which this decision wns ren- 
dered Is one of much public importance. 

It relates to a new application'of what 
lawyers cull the power of eminent domain. 
This power is exorcised by the government 
of the United Stntcs, or tho government of 
o state, when it takes tlio lands of private j 
persons. in order to devote such lauda to ' 
some public use. Such taking is only pos- 
sible under tho federal iind -shite govern- 
ments, uporr-maklng compensation to the 
owners, nnd, as a rulu, tho purpose for 
•which tho property is acquired imist bo 
public—that* is to say, one in which a con- 
siderable portion of tho community is in- 
terested.

empowering tho national government to 
acquire lands at Gettysburg in order to 
establish and preserve a military park 
there, which should porpetuato tho mem- 
ory of tho great battle in 1863. The con- 
stitutionality of this legislation was at- 
tacked in tho circuit court of tho United 
States in Pennsylvania. Circuit Judgo 
Dallas held thnt the law was unconstitu- 
tional, but District Judge Butler thought
